Railroads Asking 
lo Per Cent Raise 


W ashington, Ju n e 17 «AP*.—The 
railroads of the U nited S tates to ­ 
day presented to th e in te rstate com ­ 
m erce com m ission, th eir petition for 
a fifteen per cent increase in freight 
rates as a m eans of m eeting the 
em ergency caused by th e drastic de­ 
clines in operating revenues. 
T he carriers recom m ended that 
th e new schedule should be allow ­ 
ed to become effective w ithout the 
90 day suspension usually ordered 
w hen rate revisions are m ade 
Even 
if th is procedure is followed, it will 
probably be early au tu m n before a 
decision is reached

A record in attendance at the 
mental health clinics held through­ 
out the state was established in tho 
# 
last month, according to a report 
of the bureau of mental health, 
state department of welfare. 
The 
report shows that 289 patients at­ 
tended tti<? thirty-eight clinics 
in addition to this number who 
came to the clinics seventy-seven 
inmates were examined at the re­ 
quest of institutions. 
The mental wealth clinics have 
gained much headway tlurinR the 
past year with the result that agen­ 
cies and individuals in the various 
clinic centers of the state are re­ 
ferring more persons to the clinics 
in connection with retarded school 
work, poverty and other indications 
of difficulties. 
Records Of Clinics 
Tile. records of the clinics indi­ 
cate that in 
many cases minor 
mental deficiencies are found which 
can be treated at early stages and 
prevent state or institutional care 
if an advanced stage occurs from 
neglect. 
In some localities it has been 
found that 25 per cent of the men­ 
tal patients who undergo treatment 
in institutions recover sufficiently to 
assume their places in their com- 
i rn unities again. 
This is considered 
a high percentage of recovery at 
\ the present time, according to a 
statement of the bureau of mantal 
health, but there is no reason why 
the percentage should not be much 
higher, if the mental ills of patients 
are diagnosed early enough and 
suitable treatment advanced.

USED IN GRAF 
BY ITS OWNER 


Biff Zeppelin To Remove Its 
One Dangerous Feature In 
1932, Says Eckener.

Friedrlchshafen. Germany (AP).— 
Not this year, as originally sched­ 
uled. but by the end of 1932 Dr 
Hugo Eckcner expects to take to 
the air with a new’ dirigible which is 
accident-oroo?. so far as human in­ 
genuity can make it

Helium gas and crude motor oils 
will supply the one factor of .safety 
hitherto lacking. 
"The 
disaster 
to

R -101 rhowed that the only danger 
that remains for a lighter-than-air 
craft Is that of explosion, in the 
event of running up

mountain or hitting the ground 
hnrd." Dr. Eckener said. 
"We no longer lear storms or heat 
or cold. Our Graf Zeppelin 
has 
been through the toughest weather 
Imaginable 
The only possible ele­ 
ment of danger Is the inflammabil­ 
ity of hydrogen gas in the balloons 
and of ‘blau gas’ and benzine for the 
motors. 
"Tne dirigible which we are de­ 
signing will be filled wdth helium 
! gas and will be driven by motors 
using crude oil as fuel.
